Standardised vs. Crossbred Chickens

The relative merits of standardised vs. 
crossbred chickens may lie summed up in 
three words 
not nm / difference. Hut this 
difference i 
more often in favor of I he 
well chosen < ri>ssb/cd. 
The advantages of a good crossbred are: 
faster growth and more eggs. However, 
many a slip can occur in crossbreeding 
tokens which will make them inferior, market-wise, to 
tndardbreds. 
For example, to produce a suitable crossbred, both 
indardbred parental breeds m ust lie of top quality, if 
t has a mediocre egg production, it Is almost a certainty 
B resulting crossbred will be a poorer producer than the 
(h-producing standardised side of the family. 
The fact th at crossbreds usually are darker-colored 
,y be a m arket disadvantage. Many m arkets pay a 
?mium for white-feathered chickens. W hite i ’lymouth 
leks are not suitable for crossbreeding, lf they are 
lased with New I lampshires, dark-colored chickens 
ll often result. Therefore, the premium for whites is 
it. And the slightly faster growth rate of crossbreds 
jy not make up this profit difference. 
In color of eggs, the crossbred producer is also at a 
irket disadvantage. Most egg-producing crossbreds lay 
lored eggs. Many m arkets pay more for white eggs, 
lerefore, the crossbred producer forfeits the profit on 
eggs until crossbreds, which will consistently lay 
lite eggs, are produced. 
In certain cases, crossbreds may develop a greater sus- 
ptibility to disease than the better parent. 
It is possible to develop crossbreds superior to the 
tter standard bred strains. B ut determining the most 
liable crossbreds is difficult because two different 
t*txis are involved.
